Poetic Origins and the Ballad, by Louise Pound (Macmillan 
Co., $ 2.50). In this book Professor Pound attacks the prevailing 
theory in regard to the origins of poetry, and especially of the 
ballad. The theory which the late Professor Gummere set forth 
with such great skill and which is now held by Professor Kitt- 
redge and other scholars is based on the belief that the origin of 
poetry is the communal dance. Professor Pound takes the stand 
that (1) poetry and song are not necessarily connected with 
dancing, (2) that the individual artist appears among primitive 
people even in connection with communal festivals, (3) that the 
poetry composed by a crowd never really gets anywhere without 
individual artistry, (4) that the English and Scotch ballads in 
most cases never were the products of the dance and offer no 
support to the general theory, for they were distinctly works of 
art.

The fact that I have just received a letter from a scholar 
in England inquiring whether a Browning Concordance is in 
preparation in America, has suggested to me that it might be 
desirable to give through the pages of the Bulletin a wider pub- 
licity of the labors of Professor Benjamin F. Stelter of the Uni- 
versity of California and myself. 

Professor Stelter and I completed in 1916 the manuscript of 
a Browning Concordance. It consists of 492,000 entries and will 
when published contain about 2500 large double column pages. 
This work is ready for the press and will be printed as soon as 
sufficient funds are available. We have on hand $5500 to be 
used as subsidy, and shall probably need two or three thousand 
more. I should be pleased to communicate with anyone in- 
terested in furthering the publication of our manuscript.
